That dean of writers in thin ura political, Charles 1». Chen ey of I lie

an d lias sifted opin ion s of various coun try editors. 
“ It is safe to say,” says Mr. Chen ey, “that a majority of the 
weekly papers of the state have spoken at on e time or an other in 
favor of abolishin g or radically amen din g the primary law. 
“The n ewspapers of the state derive con siderable reven ue in 
a campaign season from political advertisin g. 
From a selfish 
stan dpoin t they would profit by retain in g the primary in its pi in- 
tin e purity. 
But practical ex perien ce has con vin ced man y editors 
that the primary does n ot do what it claims to do. 
I hoy are n ot 
hesitatin g to ex press their opin ion s on this lin e.” 
The Willmar Republican (in zette says “the weakn ess of tin - 
primary system is that in actual operation it is an ell'ort to apply 
the town meetin g system of votin g to election s in which there are 
ten s an d hun dreds of thousan ds of people participatin g. 
In its 
in ception it was an effort to secure real reform, but in operation 
it is of service to the self-seekers rather than of advan tage to the 
public welfare. 
“The fact is that the primary system is* defective in that the 
law does n ot serve the public welfare. The fact that in spite of 
that, good men are elected to office is cpiite aside from fin - poin t.

And these conclusions are not expressed for the repeal of t h e 
primary election law. 
We do say, however, that public sentiment 
is going to change the law some time to remove its inherent weak­ 
n ess/’ 
The Faribault News in its defense of the primary law, admits 
that the law is not perfect, 
“ lf its opponents can show us any 
system that is perfect, we will yield to them without another 
word. 
But they can’t. 
And what’s more, they can’t show any 
system that has done better than the primary, for the people. 
The convention probably has done belter for tin; politicians init 
that’s why they want it back” 
The Morris Tribune says that “primary elections lake too 
much money even for legitimate expenses. 
Only the man who is 
well advertised from general advertising to personal workers, can 
win in a primary, and his advertising must either he purchased or 
come as the result of conspicuous public service.” 
We agree with the Faribault News that the law is not perfect, 
but it is the best we have.

Built as th e greatest m onum ent to tennis and a tea 
timonlal of tin* tremendous growth of interest In the game, the big stadium 
<*!' the West Sid« * Tennis club at Forest Hills has turned into a white ele­ 
phant and a serious problem. 
After tlu* women’s national championship and th« * final round of the Davla 
Cup 
e li m in a t io n s had been played, a member of the club and formerly one 
of the mo st influential 
o fficials of th« * tennis association, asked « newspaper­ 
man: 
"What ar« * wo going to do with this thing?" pointing at the stadium. 
“Hold tights in it!" he was told. 
"That's about tlu* only other use we could make of It and we c a n’t do that 
it least not until the situation gets desperate," he sai« l. "The acoustics are 
0 bud it c a n’t be used for concerts or outdoor dramatics and It is not built 
for any other 
spo rt. 
"Here we have a $250,000 Investment that is being used only about 
twenty-three days a year and for the remainder of the time just sits here eat­ 
ing up interest and suffering from the « 'fleets of th« * weather.” 
When the stadium was being planned, tennis was going so big in the 
1 nit« *« l States that some of the club members thought it was not big enough 
There was the chanee at that time for one or several more m atches between 
Mile. Suzanne Lenglen and Molla Mallory or Helen Wills but Mile. Lenglen 
refused to come baek until she had turned professional. 
Like the baseball fans, who turned last year from the champion New York 
Giants and threw their support to the second division Yankees, the tennis fans 
seem to have become fed up on winning tennis. 
Bill Tilden. Helen Wills and the American Davis Cup te am s had such 
little competition for so many years that men w h o used to enjoy an after 
noon of tennis turned to a round t>f golf for their recreation. 
Tlu attendance during the wom en’s national championship was almost pit 1 
ful. 
There were not more than 1,500 paid admissions in the stands and a 
match between Mrs. Mallory and Elisabeth Ryan certainly should have been 
more attractive. 
It may go to prove, after all. in spite of the argument th a t no man is 
bigger than his game, that the player some time is bigger than his game. 
And this should give official tennis a thought. 
If there are only one or two players in tennis who can interest the public 
what will be the result if those players turn professional? 
Mile. Lenglen is the greatest drawing card in tennis—perhaps in any 
sport outside of box ing. 
She has the appeal to those who appreciate the ar 
tistic and the power to draw those who would like to see her get beaten. 
ib'lon Wills is a drawing card and so are Bill Tilden, Bill Johnston and 
Yinnle Richards. 
Why doesn’t the association become progressive and at least consider the 
possibilities in open tennis, it was asked of the club member w ho brought 
up the white elephant discussion. 
"1 think the association will have to do it in time" he answered. 
"Per 
sonally. I have changed my mind. 
1 thought pro tennis or open tennis 
wouldn’t go when Mile. Lenglen turned professional but now I believe it will 
Established on a standard basis with good supervision I think it would go.

PROFESSIONAL TENNIS

(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Sept. 9.— Built as the greatest monument to tennis and a tes­ 
timonial of the trem endous growth of interest in the game, tile big stadium 
oi tho West Side Tennis club at Forest Hills has turned into a white ole 
pliant and ti serious problem. 
After the women’s national championship and the final round of the Davis 
Cup eliminations had been played, a mem ber of the club and formerly one 
of the most influential officials of the tennis association, asked a newspaper­ 
man: 
“What are we going to do with this thing?” pointing at the stadium. 
“Hold fights in it!” he was told. 
“T h at’s about tho only other use we could make of It and we ca n ’t do that 
at least not until the situation gets desperate,” he said. 
“The acoustics arfce 
o bad it ca n ’t he used for concerts or outdoor dramatics and it is not built 
for any other sport. 
“Here we have a $250,000 investment that is being used only about 
twenty-three days a year and for the remain der of the time just sits here eat­ 
ing up interest and suffering from the effects of the weather.” 
When the stadium was being planned, tennis was going so big in the 
I nit cd States that some of the club members thought it was not big enough. 
There was the chance at that time for one or several more matches between 
Mile. Suzanne Lenglen and Mulla Mallory or Helen Wills but Mile. Lenglen 
refused to come back until she had turned professional. 
Like tho baseball fans, who turned last year from the champion New York 
Giants and threw their support to the second division Yankees, the tennis fans 
cern to have become fed up on winning tennis. 
Bill Tilden. Helen Wills and the American Davis Cup teams had such 
little competition for so many years that men who used to enjoy an after­ 
noon of tennis turned to a round of golf for their recreation. 
The attendance during the women's national championship was almost piti­ 
ful. 
There wore not more than 1,500 paid admissions in the stands and a 
match between Mrs. Mallory and Elizabeth Ryan certainly should have been 
more attractive. 
It may go to prove, after all. in spite of the argument that no man is 
bigger than his game, that the player some time is bigger than his game. 
And this should give official tennis a thought. 
If there are only one or two players in tennis who can interest the public, 
what will he the result if those players tu rn professional? 
Mile. Lenglen is the greatest drawing card in tennis—perhaps in any 
'Port outside of boxing. 
She has the appeal to those who appreciate the ar­ 
tistic aud the power to draw those who would like to see her get beaten. 
Helen Wills is a drawing card and so are Bill Tilden, Bill Johnston and 
Yinnie Richards. 
Why doesn’t the association become progressive and at least consider the 
possibilities in open tennis. i‘ was asked of the club member who brought 
up the white elephant discussion. 
“I think the association will have to do it in tim e” he answered. 
“Per­ 
sonally. I have changed my mind. 
I thought pro tennis or open tennis 
wouldn’t go when Mile, Lenglen turned professional but now I believe it will. 
Established on a sta ndard basis with good supervision I think it would go.”

HIGHWAY ORDERS ISSUED

The existence of Brainerd’^ stop 
and j;o signal rests entirely in the 
hands of the State Highway Depart­ 
ment, but it is not probable that a 
derision will be rendered by the de­ 
partment t Ii is season. 
In lieu of this fact, City Engineer 
Campbell made the statement that 
tin1 replacing of new pavement at 
the intersection of Laurel and Sixth 
streets would not be done this year. 
The work in all probability will be 
the first city road work to be attend­ 
ed to next season. 
Brainerd 
was 
the 
first 
city 
iii 
Minnesota outside the larger cities 
to take up the matter of installation 
of a stop and go signal. 
The Gris­ 
wold Safety Signal Co., of Minne­ 
apolis, manufacturers of the signal 
have informed tile city council that 
they would not be billed for the ex- 
pense of the signal until the signal 
has been definitely sanctioned by th ' 
State Highway Department. 
The orders issued by Commissioner 
C. M. Babcock provide that: 
Indiscriminate designation of ar­ 
terial 
streets 
w i l l 
b« 
stopped. 
Through streets will be ordered only 
with consent of tile highway depart­ 
ment, which will furnish and main­ 
tain sign if if local officers guarantee 
enforcement of the rule. 
No signal device of any kind, in­ 
cluding stop and go signs, can be 
placed without consent of the depart­ 
ment. 
Traffic control devices are not 
he placed in streets unless there is 
traffic of 3,000 vehicles a day through 
the intersection. 
No device is to be installed on a 
street unless there is a paved or sur­ 
faced width of t3S feet or more. 
Parking is prohibited in areas 20 
fec't 
back 
from 
intersections, 
ami 
parking must be ho arranged as to 
leave a clear roadway at least 2 1 
feet wide. 
Where existing signals and regula­ 
tions are not in line with the depart­ 
ment’s new rules, the matter will I i 
ta toga up with each city, to adjust 
differences. 
Many Applications Filed 
Applications already are being re­ 
ceived 
for 
permission 
to establish 
signs, in view of the court decision. 
Uniform regulations of traffic on 
trunk highways within cities and vil­ 
lages is the aim of the department, 
orders sent out today said. 
“The aim of all 
regulation, the 
order said, "should be to allow traffic 
to How freely and naturally, and, by 
elim inating indecision, make for bet­ 
tor and nafer traffic control. 
Traffic 
control devices are held unnecessary 
where the traffic through an inter­ 
section is less than 3,000 vehicles 
per clay. 
Where there is heavy traf­ 
fic for short periods of time, the de­ 
vice should be manually controlled 
instead of automatic. 
“ Mushrooms, 
beacons 
aud 
other 
warning signals, when installed in 
streets which enter trunk highways, 
should be placed in the center of the 
throat of the approaching street. 
“No device or light standard may 
be 
installed 
on 
a 
trunk 
highway 
where the paved or surfaced width is 
less than 38 feet. 
No device may be 
installed in the center of an inter­ 
section 
where left 
turns are per­ 
mitted, unless the clear width be­ 
tween curbs of one of the inte rsect­ 
ing roads is 
50 feet or more. 
A 
rigid type of standard will not be 
permitted. 
“ No signal or device may be plac­ 
ed on a trunk highway without a 
permit. 
“ Trunk highways will be designat­ 
ed as through highways where local 
police will undertake to enforce it 
and where traffic conditions warrant. 
The department will furnish, erect 
and maintain stop signs on roads sc 
designated. Such designations, how­ 
ever, will not be 
made in .isolated 
cases, but only through a series of 
cities and villages.” 
Street Closing; Banned 
Streets over which t^unk highway 
traffic is routed are not to be dosed 
for street fairsand similar celebra­ 
tions, according to instructions from 
the department to district manitou-* 
a ii c e superintendents. 
The rule at all times has been that 
streets carrying trunk highway traf­ 
fic cannot be closed without permis­ 
sion of the district superintendent.,

streets for use in local celebrations, 
or at least only in very exceptional 
circumstances.
